_Tae case of Mr. H. Walker, M.P. for the Melton 
division of Leicestershire, who was 80 overcome by 
stage-fright the other day while attempting to deliver 
his maiden spcech, that he had to altogether dis- 
continue speaking, has been many times paralleled 
in the past. 

Thus, Mr. White, in his “Inner Life of the Houss 
of Coizmons,” mentions the case of an Irish member 
who, on rising to address the House for the first 
time, was unable to ejaculate a single word. He, never- 
theless, remained on his feet several minutes, all the 
while gesticulating freely, as if cmphasising the points 
of his address, yet without uttering a sound. 

Mr. Gladstone's maiden spcech was delivered in so 
halting and indistinct a voice, due, as he afterwards 
confessed, to stage-fright, that no single word of what 
he was saying reached the Press gallery, and it was 
consequently not reported. 

Disraeli, on his first attempt to address the House, 
was alternately laughed and howled down, as was 
also Sir Wilfrid Lawson. Both Steele and Addison, 
too, underwent a similar humiliating experience. 
Lord Roberts had to read practically the whole of 
his maiden specch in the House of Lords, having quite 
lost the thread of it, through nervousness, ere he had 
been speaking more than a minuto or 60.
